chief order of business at 

MONDAY MEETING; SAN CARLOS 
STREETS ORDERED CLOSED. 


The principal order of business at 
Monday's meeting of the board of 
county supervisors was the auditing 
of claims against the county for the 
month of April. 

K. F. (’hilcott appeared before the 
board and presented a corrected map 
of Stanford Week-End Acres, which 
was adopted by the board in place of 
the map submitted at the last meet¬ 
ing. 

Chilcott also represented the Mer¬ 
cantile Trust Company of San Fran¬ 
cisco in the matter of the abandon¬ 
ment of certain streets at San Carlos 
and the acceptance of other streets, 
as shown by maps on file in the re¬ 
corder’s office. There being no ob¬ 
jection offered to the abandonment of 
portions of Spruce street, Hemlock 
street, Myrtle avenue, Linden avenue, 
Hawthorne avenue. Fir street, Glen- 
wood street, Oak street. Pine street, 
ami Manzanita avenue lying north and 
wist of Magnolia avenue, as shown 
on the map of the San Carlos Park 
syndicate, these streets were ordered 
dosed to the public use by tile board. 
Portions of Oak, Spruce, Fir, Glen- 
wood and Prospect streets,Magnolia, 
Myrtle, Hawthorne and Manzanita 
avenues, as offered by the Mercantile 
Trust Company, were ordered ac¬ 
cepted and dedicated to public use. 

A statement was received from 
County Auditor J. J. Shields of esti¬ 
mated revenues and condition of the 
funds of the county. The statement 
showed funds in the treasury amount¬ 
ing to $199,553.21. 

The report of the county farm and 
hospital for the month of March was 
presented and ordered filed. 

The claim of E. Crace for a refund 
of $60 on a class A liquor license was 
rejected. Crace had paid $120 for the 
Period from January 1 to December 
1919, and, as the license was can- 
celled on June 1st, applied for a re¬ 
tinal. The claim was disallowed on 
motion of Supervisor Francis, second¬ 
'd by Supervisor Brown. 

County Purchasing Agent E. H. 
herder was authorized by the board 
>o purchase a gas engine, to be used 
in connection with the county’s rock 
crusher. The lowest figure secured 
"as $1505.

HEAD OFFICES OF WESTERN MEAT CO. 

TO BE LOCATED AT PUNT IN SO. S. F. 


SAN BRIO MAN DIES 


An announcement of great interest 
and importance to South San Fran¬ 
cisco was that made this week by the 
Western Meat Company that its head 
offices were to be moved from San 
Francisco to the plant in this city. 
This confirms a report current here 
for many months that the big meat 
packing company was about to make 
this move. Officials of the company, 
while not denying the report, have, up 
to this week, refused to give it con¬ 
firmation. Louis F. Swift of Chicago, 
head of the great Swift packing in¬ 
terests, was in town early this week, 
and during his visit here final steps 
were taken preliminary to the con¬ 
templated move. The office will be 
installed here, It is stated, within sixty 
days. 

It is announced at the plant that the 


big office force necessary to the trans¬ 
action of the firm’s business will be 
housed in the building at present used 
as a club house for the Welfare Club, 
which is composed of plant employees. 
This building is to be remodeled and 
enlarged to accommodate both the 
club and the offices. 

The moving of the big packing 
company’s head offices to this city will 
bring about 100 new people into town, 
this being the approximate number 
employed at present in the city office. 
Many of these will move their resi¬ 
dences to this city, and their advent 
will be a welcome addition to the 
town’s population. It will also result 
in a great increase of business at both 
the local postoffice and telegraph office 
as well as, incidentally, at all the 
stores.

SPEED COURSE MEANS 
MUCH TO THIS REGION 

Auto Racing Track at Tanforan to He 
Constructed in Near Future. 

The announcement last Friday of 
tile construction at the old Tanforan 
racetrack of one of the country’s finest 
auto speedways caused a considerable 
iHurry throughout San Mateo county. 
It is considered that the new institu¬ 
tion in this region will have a far -' 
reaching effect in bringing racing 1 
men and followers of the auto racing j 
game to this part of the stute from j 
all over the country. In the palmy 
days of horse racing the Tanforan 
track was known from one end of the 
United Stats to the other. According 
to the announcement made in San 
Francisco it will soon resume its old 
prestige, with racing cars instead of j 
horses. 

The present plans of the San Fran -1 
cisco Speedway Association, which J 
will built the new track, call for an j 
expenditure of $500,000. The grand- j 
stand will have a seating capacity of 
20,000, while the bleachers will seat 
50,000 more. Many new and strictly 
modern Ideas will be worked out in 
the construction of the speedway, 1 
these including features making for 
the comfort and safety of the spec¬ 
tators as well as the highest possible 
speed of the racers.

Injured When Motorcycle Drives 
Head-On Into Automobile. 

Elmer G. Mahin of San Bruno is 
dead and Robert Skelingei same 
address, is reported to he dying, due 
to a terrible collision on the state 
highway at 7:30 Wednesday mornir.,,. 
The motorcycle on which Mahin and 
Skelinger were riding to their work in 
San Francisco crashed head-on into a 
1 Ford automobile one mile south of 
: Holy Cross Cemetery when, accord- 
! ing to witnesses, the men cut corners 
at a sharp curve. The dead man and 
his injured companion were picked up 
by August Roth and William Nelson 
and taken at breakneck speed to the 
! Mission Emergency Hospital in San 
' Francisco. Mahin was killed almost 
instantly, having bad bis throat sev- 
' ered by glass and his skull crushed. 
Skelinger is said to be unconscious 
and in a very critical condition. E.

1 Smith of 1333 Lyon street, both of San 
I Francisco, who were riding in the 
auto, were taken to the South San 
Francisco Hospital, where Gibson, 
owner and driver of the car, was 
found to have his wrist fractured, 
while Smith had his left thumb broken 
and many lacerations. 

Constable S. A. Landini of Daly 
| City, who arrived at the scene of the 
accident shortly after the crash, 
stated that in all probability speed 
; and recklessness cost Mahin his life. 
The officer claims the two men were 
j in the habit of going at a rapid clip 
every morning, and that it was only 
due to luck that something of like 
nature hud not happened before. 

Mahin leaves a widow and little 
child. No arrest was made, as the 
driver of the Ford was held blameless 
for the accident.

REST 


IMFRESS1YE CEREMONIES AND 

MAGNIFICENT CORTEGE MARK 

LAST SAD RITES FOR POPULAR 

YOUNG MAN. 

Amid great banks of flowers Thomas. 
E. Hickey, son of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
L. Hickey, was laid to rest in the 
mausoleum at Holy Cross Cemetery 
Tuesday. All that was mortal of the 
young man was followed to its resting 
place by over one hundred auto¬ 
mobiles filled with sorrowing relatives 
and friends. From all over San Mateo- 
county they came, from I’alo Alto,, 
from San Jose, and from points far • 
distant. Everywhere the young man 
was known he was popular, and'the 
host of people that assembled at his 
funeral bore testimony to the high 
esteem in which lie bad been held.' 
The mass celebrated at All Souls’ 
Church was attended by a throng that 
taxed the great building. When the* 
casket, banked in pink and white 
(lowers and magnificent orchids, was 
borne slowly up the, aisle by boyhood 
friends and college classmates of the* 
young man about to be laid to rest, 
there were few dry eyes in the audi¬ 
torium. The solemn ceremony was in 
charge of the fathers who hud known 
and loved him during his college 
■ course at Santa Clara College. 

Seldom lias a death announcement 
caused such a shock in San Mateo 
I county as that of Thomas Hickey last 
! Saturday. The first brief announce¬ 
ment was received almost with In¬ 
credulity, but later reports confirmed 
what his hosts of friends stoutly strove 
to believe a mistake. The young man 
was demonstrating a gravel-loading 
machine ut Biggs, Butte county, Calif., 
at the time of liis death. The boom of 
the machine came In contact with a 
power wire about twelve feet from 
the ground. It hud rained the night 
before and Hickey was .standing at 
the side of the machine at the time, 
with his hand on the lever. A heavy 
voltage was sliort-circuitted through 
bis body. Though death was not in¬ 
stantaneous, it enme within a few 
minutes. 

Thomas Edward Hickey was horn 
in South San Francisco twenty-seven ■ 
years ago. He attended public schooO 
and grew to manhood here. From 
boyhood he took much interest in ath¬ 
letics, and on his entrance at Santa 
(Mara College quickly became one of 
the slurs of the baseball und football 
fields. At college, as elsewhere, he 
won a host of friends by his sunny., 
genial temperament. 

July 14tli of last year Hickey took 
as his bride Miss Clotllde Mayiiew of 
San Jose, and since tliut time has 
made his home at San Jose. He was 
a member of the San Mateo lodge of 
Elks.

F IT PLENTY OF SPINACH AND 

KEEP WELL ANI) HEALTHY 

One of the first vegetables in the 
garden or on the market in the early 
spring is that reliable standby— 
spinach. The shoots should be cut 
regularly; if not, the old shoots be¬ 
come tough and rank flavored. 

Spinach furnishes little body energy, 
but it is exceptionally rich in iron 
and in one of the important vitamines, 
and so is a valuable food. It contains 
little starch and only a suggestion of 
sugar, and is therefore one of the 
vegetables that physicians include in 
the bill of fare of many invalids who 
require a diet without these carbo¬ 
hydrates. 

Cheap in First Cost 

Like most other vegetables, it is 
rarely cooked to perfection, yet it is 
not difficult to prepare. Except fftr 
special reasons, the simplest methods 
are the best for this vegetable. No 
matter how cheap the raw spinach 
may be, it is always expensive in one 
thing—labor. It takes a good deal of 
time, water, and patience to wash it 
clean. 

To clean the spinach, cut off the 
roots, break the leaves apart and 
dro pthem into a large pan of water, 
rinse them well, and lift them into a 
second pan of water. Do not pour the 
water off over the spinach or the grit 
that has been washed off will get back 
on the leaves. Continue washing in 
clean waters until there is not a trace 
of sand on the bottom of the pan. If 
the spinach is at all wilted, let it 
stand in cold water until it becomes 
fresh and crisp. Drain from this 
water and blanch as follows: 

For half a peck of spinach put in a 
large saucepan three quarts of boiling ; 
water and one tablespoon of salt. Put 
the drained spinach in the boiling 
water and let it boil ten minutes, j 
counting from the time it begins to 
boil. When it begins to boil, draw' 
the cover of the saucepan a little to j 
one side to allow the steam to escape. 
At the end of ten minutes pour the 
spinach into a colander, and when the 
hot water has passed off pour cold 
"ater over it. Let it drain well and 
mince coarse or fine, as is suitable 
for tlie manner in which it is to be - 
served. 

One peek of spinach will make about' 
I 1 : pints when blanched and minced. 

Spiuurh With Cream 

'■2 peck spinach. 

2 tablespoons butter or other fat. 

1 tablespoon flour. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

's teaspoon pepper. 

'2 pint cream or milk. 


Blanch and mince the spinach. Put 
the butter or other fat in a saucepan 
and on the fire. When hot add the 
flour and stir until smooth and frothy, 
then add the minced spinach and the 
salt and pepper. Cook for five 
minutes, then add the milk or cream, 
hot, and cook three mniutes longer. 
Serve. 

Spinach W ith Egg 

Vz peck spinach 

3 tablespoons butter or other fat. 

*4 teaspoon pepper. 

2 eggs. 

3 teaspoons salt. 

Wash and blanch the spinach, using 
two teaspoons of the salt in the water 
in which the vegetable is boiled. Drain { 
the blanched spinach and chop rather 
fine, return it to the saucepan, and 
add the salt, pepper, and butter or 
other fat. Place on the Are and cook 
ten minutes. Heap in a. mound on a 
hot dish and garnish with the hard- 
boiled eggs, cut in slices. 

Spinach Cooked Without Water 

Fresh spinach when washed holds 
enough water for cooking. Put the 
spinach into a covered saucepan and 
cook for ten minutes. Press down and 
turn the spinach over several times 
during the cooking. At the end of j 
ten minutes turn the spinach into a 
chopping bowl, and mince rather fine. 
Return to the saucepan and add the 
seasonings, allowing for half a peck

Spinach cooked in thi smanner will 
retain all its salts and the flavor will 
be stronger than when blanched 
(boiled in water). In young, tender 
spinach this is not objectionable, but 
when the overgrown vegetable is 
cooked In its own moisture the flavor 
is strong and somewhat acrid.

A. J. ( AHERO HAS MANDOLIN 

THAT WENT THROUGH WAR 

A. J. Cadero, operator at the South 
Sau Francisco office of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, has a 
mandolin that literally played an im¬ 
portant part in the gr«nt war. The 
story of the instruments told in the 
June 6 , 1919, issue of the Watch on 
the Rhine, the paper published by the 
American soldiers in Germany. This 
story follows: 

Starting from California on July 20, 
1917, passing througli Fort Leaven¬ 
worth, where it attached itself to the 
Fifth Field Signal Battalion; going 
througli the whole war and finally 
joining the Thirty-eighth Infantry 
band is but a small fraction of the 
career of the Gibson mandolin which 
Musician Albert J. Cadero, formerly 
of Company B, carries with him. 

During the weary days at Brest, 
when mud and rain took the “pep” out 
of every one and caused a fellow to 
wonder why he joined the war or what 
had become of the liar who said 
France was sunny, Cadero and his 
mandolin brought cheer and a sparkle 
of sunshine to an otherwise dull ex¬ 
istence. 

It was no unusual sight to see him 
sitting on a dilapidated “corn willy” 
box with a bunch of Signal Corps boys 
draped around him in the approved 
street-corner fashion, singing the 
latest ragtime ditties or, perhaps, a 
soulful ballad In close harmony, while 
some chap close by with a sensitive 
“musical ear” emitted unearthly 
howls in imitation of a dog in dis¬ 
tress. 

On the hike to Chateau-Villain and 
at the second battle of the Marne, 
whenever there was a lull in proceed-

lags, we were sure to hear the strum- 
strum of a stringed instrument and 
knew that Albert was on the job.

Such accidents made 
little or no difference because Cadero, 
who is an ingenious sort of a chap, 
soon improvised suitable strings out 
of anything which happened to be 
handy and witli pleasing results. 

Many times Cadero was not able to 
take it with him when the company 
moved, but there were always plenty 
of volunteers to offer to carry It be¬ 
cause of the prospect of having music 
at the end of the hike made the effort 
worth while. 

The boys on the firing line in the 
Argonne weren’t without its cheering 
tunes if “Jerry” wasn’t too busy send¬ 
ing over a barrage or something or If 1

the telephone happened to be quiet. 
Keeping the line open by testing it 
witli music may be new to many, yet 
it provided a good test and kept the 
“Heinles” wondering what was going 
on. 

Since the armistice was signed, Ca¬ 
dero lias been transferred to the 
“Rock of the Marne” band, and has 
organized a mandolin trio which de¬ 
lights the doughboys with its im¬ 
promptu musleales. The colonel and 
ills staff, too, enjoy the harmony for 
which .the trio is becoming well 
known. 

Cadero is planning to take the in¬ 
strument back with him to California 
as a souvenir and as a reminder of the 
trip through France and Germany. 

The appropriation for the agricul¬ 
tural department lias been cut over 
$10,000,000 below last year.
